Roosvclt made on the five weeks' 
journey which he brought to a 
close today.

Revenue fell far behind expen- 


ditures because amounts 
nearly 


equal to the receipts are perma- 
nently earmarked for the old ago

fund, 
leaving the state 
grants to be financed out of ordi- 
nary treasury funds. 
The states received $35,590,010 


for old age assistance, $45,819,189 
for aid to dependent children, $11,-

SECRETARY ROPER SAYS EUROPE 
TO PASS THROUGH WAR THREATS 
CRISIS IN THE NEXT THIRTY DAYS 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 12.—</P>— 
Secretary Roper disclosed today 
a conviction of high-placed Engl- 
ish friends that Europe will pass 
through the crisis of war threats 
In the next 30 days. 
Roper, who returned this week 


from a month's visit 
In 
Great 
Britain, said in an interview: 


"The people with whom I talk- 
ed said that if they could get 
through the next month without 
war, there would be no general 
European war for at least a year 
and probably 
years to come. 
He explained that when he was 
in England two years ago, Brit- 
ons appeared "jittery" about the 
prospects for peace because of 
their lack of military prepared- 
ness. 


"Now," he continued, "the Engl- 
ish believe their rearmament pro- 
gram Is far enough along to com- 
mand respect and peace." 
The commerce secretary said 


some Englishmen who 
formerly 


interested themselves only in pro- 
moting solidarity of England and 
the United States now are talk- 
ing in terms of all democracies, 
regardless of race or language. 
The 
Russo-Japanese 
dispute 
though apparently eased, is ex- 
pected in informed quarters tc 
hasten 
the President's selection 


of an American ambassador 
to 
Moscow. 


There has been no public indi- 


cation of whom the President has 
in mind for the thorny and not 
much coveted post, vacant since 
Ambassador Joseph E. 
Davies 
was transferred to Brussels 
in 
June. 


In the absence of an ambassa- 
dor In Moscow, the state depart- 
ment has been getting its reports 
on the Russo-Japanese 
situation 


from Alexander C. Kirk, charge 
d'affaires of the embassy. Kirk, 
50-year-old Chlcagoan, Is one of 
the most experienced officers in 
the foreign service. 


PUBLIC WORKS ADMINISTRATION 
DENIED OPERATION OF BUCHANAN 
DAM CAUSED FLOOD DAMAGE 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 12.—</P>— 
The public works administration, 
releasing an engineers' prelimin- 
ary report which denied operation 
of the Buchanan dam had con- 
tributed to a recent flood on the 
lower Colorado river 
In Texas, 
charged those opposed to public 
power "distorted facts" in an at- 
tempt to discredit the federally- 
financed project. 
A report of Harry W. Bashore, 
reclamation 
bureau 
engineer, 


made public yesterday by Acting 
PWA Administrator 
Howard 
A. 


Gray, said operation of the dam 
had "actually reduced the recent 
flood by one foot, and did not 
contribute to the inundation." 


Release of the report brought 
expressions 
of 
gratification 
at 


Austin from officials of the low- 
er Colorao River Authority. Clar- 
ence McDonough, manager of the 
Authority, ' Bald the 
report "will 


give the public correct informa- 
tion as to operation of the dam." 


Bashore's 
report 
said 
If 
the 
Buchanan dam gates had been 
opened two days earlier the flood 
would have reduced two feet, and 
If the reservoir, had been emptied 
the 
flood 
hi jYMgrCi mm 
mm 
the flood level at Austin would 
have been reduced by three feet, 
still leaving an eight foot flood. 
Better Preparations Needed. 
He maintained that while "bet- 
ter preparations should have been 
made for 
emergency 
operations 


of Buchanan Dam" it was doubt- 
ful if any 
careful aforethought 


would have had much effect in 
reducing damages "caused by a 
flood having a peak load and vol- 
ume as great as that of July 
1938." 
Gray, expressing sympathy for 
residents of the Colorado river 
lowlands who suffered loss, said 
they had been "victimized by de- 
liberate campaigns of distortion, 
engineered by persons with their 
own purposes to serve." 
"Original water 
flood In July 
hardly 
reached 
the 
proportions 


of propaganda loosed by persons 


with axes to grind," he declared. 
Individuals 
and 
organizations 


opposed to public power distorted 
facts in an attempt to discredit 
feeral participation in aiding pub- 
lic ownership of the utility, Gray 
maintained.

000.000 a year in the insurance 
business and used political pres- 
suro on prospective clients. 
Young Roosevelt produced In- 


come tax records showing that 
from 1933 to 1937, Inclusive, his 
Income ranged from 
(21,714 
to 


$49,167 annually, totaling $172,978 
for the five years. 
"Since I have been my father's 
secretary, since I have been in 
Washington," he said In the in- 
terview, "I have not solicited nor 
attempted to solicit—no, and I 
haven't accepted—a single dollar 
of Insurance from anyone, any 
time, anywhere. 
Anything to the 


contrary Is a miserable lie." 
When he went to Washington 
last year at a salary of $10,000 
he said, he resigned from the 
Boston Insurance firm of Roose- 
velt and Sargent but continued to 
receive dividends on business he 
had helped place. 


Admits Favoritism. 


During 
his 
insurance selling 


days, he acknowledged, "I got 
Into places I never would have 
If I wasn't the son of the Pres- 
ident. But, son or no son, I got 
tossed out of a lot, too." 


Hu named several largo corpor- 


ations whose insurance business 
he had failed to get because he 
was underbid, 
including 
Para- 


mount Pictures, Stone and Web- 
ster, and the Ford Motor com- 
pany. 
"Certainly father gave me no 


direct aid," he continued. "I had 
never asked him to speak for 
me. And anybody who says 
or 
suggests that he would have aid- 
ed me in any questionable way Is 
of course, a liar—a rather cow- 
ardly liar whom I'd like person- 
ally but briefly to meet." (A New 
York newspaper published a com- 
posite picture today of him and 
Johnson, author of the Saturday 
Evening Post article, in boxing 
clothes, squaring off.)

In oth- 
er words, housing is in fierce 
competition for the consum- 
er's dollar with these oth- 
er industries, and it has 
been losing out in this com- 
petition ever since 1926— 
%Housing will not be a ma- 
jor influence in producing 
revival until it can compete 
with other industries by giv- 
ing 
the 
consumer much 


more for his money." 


Mostly we have though of 


houses as competing only 
with other houses and con- 
temporary costs competing 
with building costs of oth- 
er years. If Mr. Slitchter is 
right, they are 
competing 


with a whole set of other 
desirable things. 
The con- 


sumer, with not too much 
money to spare, knows he 
can have n car and a radio 
and an electric refrigerator, 
all.three, for less than the 
cost of a home. He needs 
some straight talk on the 
subject of values, perman- 
ence, and so on. He needs to 
be encouraged to take a 
longer view of his wants. 


Houses today nro better 


for the money than 
they 


were a few years ago. The 
wise family that builds 'it- 
self a good home now can 
still have the car, radio and 
refrigerator a few years 
hence and will enjoy them 
the more because they are 
additions to a home and not 
substitutes for one.

absorbed it all.

Pre- 
sumably it is a state secret. 
The usual view, however, 
is that it has been done as 
a measure of financial in- 
surace—that 
in 
spite of 


most of the nations having 
gone off the gold basis, 
they still respect j-.old, and 
gold still retains its value 
as money-metal or as a men-

influence, 
persuading 


the rest of the world that 
our 
financial 
position is 


sound. 
But many experts 


are 
insisting 
that 
there 


should be some clearer un- 
derstanding about it.

MEAN DOG THAT 
BECOMES FRIENDLY 


MAY HAVE RABIES 


AUSTIN, Aug. 12.— (SpU— The 


mean dog that suddenly becomes 
friendly may transmit hydropho- 
bia or rabies, states Dr. Geo. W. 
Cox, 
state health officer 
In re- 


futing the tlmeworn belief that 
rabies must be spread by a froth- 
intr "mad dog." 


"In the first stage of rabies," 
Dr. Cox states, "the disposition 
of tho dog changes entirely. A 
happy, playful dog becomes de- 
jected, creeps away and 
hides. 
An ordinarily vicious dog 
may 


become friendly. If he licks his 
master's 
hand, he may spread 


rabies 
through cuts and abra- 
sions on the skin. The dog may 
be mean at times, and at other 
times apparently 
normal." 


According 
to Dr. 
Cox 
the 
phrase "mad dog" is associated 
with the second stage of rabies. 
This is the 
irritable 
period 
in 


which the dog becomes restless, 
sometimes running away and re- 
turning later, wdrn 
out 
from 


fighting other dogs. Rabies may 
be 
suspected, especially 
if 
the 
dog was not formerly 
In 
the 


habit of leaving home. Because 
of Irritation the dog may snap 
at everything it approaches and 
will run amuck In crowds, often 
biting 
people. 
Tho dog's 
bark 


changes 
to a throaty 
howl 
in 
this, the most dangerous stage. 
Rabies, according to many au- 


thorities, has a 100 per cent mor- 
tality 
in 
man 
unless 
Pasteur 


treatment la Instituted. Pasteur 
treatment, however, Is nearly 100 
per cent effective in saving lives 
when properly administered. Ra- 
bies 
must 
he 
considered 
with 
every dog bite and the 
history 


of the dog should be studied to 
determine the possibility of rabies 
Infection. The dog which 
bites 
a person 
must be caught and 
confined 
for ten days observa- 


tion. If the dog develops hydro- 
phobia It should be killed 
and 
the dog's head sent by express, 
packed In Ice, for n laboratory 
examination.

Immediately 
after 
any 
dog bite. 


The State Health Department 


maintains 
the Pasteur Institute 


In Austin where 
the 
heads of 
dogs suspected of rabies are ex- 
amined.
